Indeed 
vvhen the Puritane Preacher hath called bis flocke about him, 
and deſcribed the Church of Rotne, to be fo ignorant, ſo Idola- 
trous, and ſo vvicked as he hath made him ſelf belciuc fhe is, 
then is he vvont to congratulate his poore deccaued audience, 
that they by the means of ſuch good men ashim (lf is, are de 
livered from the darknes, and Idolatic, and vvickednes of Po- 
perie,, and there is no man dare ſay a vyord, or Once mutter to 
the contrary- But the People haue heard theſe liesſo long, .a8 
moſt of them beginn to be vveary, andthe vvyſeſt of them cans 
nor but yvonder, hoyv theſe Puritane Preachers ſhold become 
morelearned, and more honeſt, them all thereſt thatliued in 
Ancient times, or that liue ſtill in Catholike Countries , or then 
thoſein England vvhom theſe men are vvont to.condemnefor 
Papiſts. Neuertheles I confes there be many honeſt men and 
vvomen among(t them, that being caried ayvay vvhith preiu= 
dice and pretextof Scriptares,doe follovy theſe Preachers more 
of zeale and deuotion tothe truth, as my ſelfdid, vatillIl kneyy 
it vyas but counterfait. And theſe good People,itthey/might be 
ſo happy asto heare Catholikesanfyveare for them clues , and 
tell them the truth yvold be the moſtdeuourt Catholikes of all 
other, But the moſt of the People yverencacr ledd by fermans, 


ifthey wvere,the Catholike Church is both able, and yvillingto 
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EE ty them farrbetter then the Schiſme. But it vyasan opini- 
on of vvealth and libeftie, vvhich made them breake at the 
firſt, and if they doc devvly confiderofit, they are neuer the 
better for cather of both, but much the yyorſc, 


41, For vvealth the Puritane vnthrift, that looks for the ouer« 


throvy of Biſhops, and Churches cathcdrall, hopes to haue his 
ſhare in them, ifthey vvold fall once, aud theifore he cannot 
chuſe, but deſire to iacreaſe the fchiſme, that he may gayne by 
ir, butthe honeſt proteſtant tharcan endure the ſtate of the 
Church of England as it is, cold be .content it vvere as it vvas 
for he ſhold receaue more benefit by it euery vvay. 

The poore Gentleman and ycoman, that are burdened vvith 
many Children, may remember that in Catholike times; the 
Church vvold haue reccaucd and prouided for many , of their 
ſonnes and daughters, fo asthem (clues mighthaue liged and 
diced in the ſeruice,of god vvithour poſtcritie, and hauc helped 
to mayntaine the Reſt of theirfamilics, vvhich vvas ſo great a 
benefirto the comon vvealth,both for the exoneratio,and pro- 
viſion therof.as no humaine pollicie can procure the l;ke. The 
farmerand buſbandman yvho laborcth bard, to diſcharge bis 
pay ments,and hath Little or nothing left at the yearsendto lay 
vp for his Children, that increaſc and grovy vppon him , may 
remember that in Catholike times there vvere better penny* 
vvorths to behad, vyhen as the Cleargic had a great part of rhe 
landin their handes, vybo had no necd to raiſc their Reats 
them ſclues , and did vvhat they might to make other Lordes 
letratarcaſonable rate, vvhich vvas alſo an in eſtimable bene- 
ficto the Comons. 'So that yvheras Ignorant men caried vvith 
envic againſt the clergicare vvont to object the Multicude of 
them, andthe greatnes of thereproviſions, they ſpeak therin as 
much againſt them ſelues &8 is poſlible. , 

For the greaterathe Nomber is of ſuch men as are Munde 
Mertus the more is theexoneration of the Commons, and rhe 
morethe landesis of {uth as can haue no proprictic in them the 
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better is the proviſion ofthe Commons, For din ſclues _ 
haue no more but their foode, and regular apparell, all'theReft 
eathes remaynsinin the handes of the Tenants or retornes in 
Hoſpiralitie, and relerfe totheir Neighbours, or is kept as in ali. 
ving Erchequer for the ſeruice of Prince andCountry in time of 
Neceſſitie. So that the Comons doe gayne no avon. at all, but 
rather doc looſe much by the Schiſme.

Surely the ſervants haue great 1i- 
bertic againſt their Miſters by this means, and the Children, 
againſt their Parents, and the People againſt there Prelates, 
and the ſubjeRs againſt their King, andall againſt the Church 
of Chriſt, that is againſt their ovvnc good, and the Common 
faluation , for vvunthout the vſe ofthis Sacrament, ncither can 
Inferiors be kept in avve,but by theGalloyyves, vebichvvillnar 
ſauce them from hell , nor ſaperiors bee cuer told of their Er- 


rors, but by Rebellion, yvhich vvill not bring them to hea- 


nen. Theſe and ſuch like be the Iiberties, that both Prince and

ſince:the name of Parlament vvas in England) hath cauſed alſo 
ainfiaire nomber of lavyers, all yvhich muſt line by the Com- 


mons, and raiſe nevy families, v\bich cannot be don yvithoure 
the decay of theold.. And ifthe Canons of the Church,and the / 
Courts of confe(Fon vverein Requeſt, the __— markett; 
- vvold ſoone be mared. 
And thcrfore moſt of your Lavyers in this point arc Puritanes, 


and dbe ſtill furmiſhthe Parlamt yvbith greiuances againſtthe 


vvith the authoritic of the Church, vvhich came at the firſt 


from the Court Chriſtian. I ſpeake not againſt the Ancient 
' Lavvyes of England, vvhich ſince King Erthelberts time yvere all 


Catholike,nor againſt the honeſt Lavvers of England I knovy 
many,and honor all good men among them,and doe for better 
ty mes by the learning, yviſedome, and moderation of the cheie 
feſt. ButI am yerily perſuaded that the pretended liberties of 
the commons. to make Lavves in matter of Religion doth bur- 
then the Comon vvealth, and both crouble and preiudice your 


fogging, Layyer,that yvold fayne terch the antiquitic ofhis co* 
mon lavy from the Saxons , that yvere before King Ethelberr. 
So that vvhether yvee ref} Det? che ſpirirual inftrut'6 and come 


England, if the Puritane Preacher , and Puricane Layver, vvho 
both doc ſceke the ouerth;ovy of the Church, and deccaue,and 
conſume the people, vvold letr them alone,there vvold quickly 

appeare no reaſon of their ſtate at all, vvhy they ſhold hate the 
Catbolike Church, that is ſo confortable, and beneficial vaita 


them, or mayntaine the Schiſme, that vvhich ſugred ſpeached, 
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and  counterfait Faces doth fo much abuſe them. -

Calviniſtes, and mayncaine ſuch points of doQtrine, as if your 
Majcſties fauor yvecc not, vvoldout of hand ouerthroyy the 
cleargie, and inſtced of them ſett vp afevv ſ{tipendary Preachers. 
45. There neuer vvas,is, nor ſhalbe any vvell ſettled ſtare in the 
vvorld,cather Chriſtian, or hearhen_ bur the clergie, or Preift. 
hood vvas, is, and muſt be a principall part of the g@euerment 
depending yppon none, but hym only,vvhom they ſuppoſeto 
be their god. But yyhere Calviniſme prenaileth, three or 4.{ti- 
pendary Miniſters, that muſt preach as it ſhall pleaſe Mr. Ma- 
yor,and his brethren , may ſcrue for a vvhole Citie, Andifideed 
if there opinions be true, it is but a folly for any ſtate to mayn-« 
taincany moe. Forif god hath predeſtinated acertain Nomber 
to be ſaned, vvithout any condition at all of their being in the 
viſible Church by faith , or their perſeuering_ therin by good 
vvyorkes, if god hath reprobatcd the greateſt part of the vv 'ortd, 
vvithout any reſpe@at all of theirinfideltie, hereſie, or yyic- 
ked life, if che faith of Chriſt be nothing cls bur the aFured per 
ſuaſion ofa Mans one Predeſtination to glorie by him , if the 
Sacraments of the Church be nothingbut ſignes, and badges of 
that grace, vvhich a Man hath before by the Car nall Couenant 
of his ParentSfaith, if Preriſthood can doe notbing bur Preach'

1ly appear no reaſon at all vato your Parlament, vyhenſocuer 
your Majeſtic or your ſucceſſor ſhall pleaſe to aſke them vihy 
they ſhold beat ſo greata charge as they are, to mayntaine ſo. 


needlesa party astheſc opinions doe makethe clergie to be. 
They can haue a great many more ſermons, a great deale bet. 
ter cheap,and in the opinion of Caluinifme,the clergie doe no 
other ſeruice. They that docin England fauor, and mayntaine 
thoſe opinions, and ſuppres,and diſgrace thoſe that doe confus 


"re them, they although them ſelucs can be content to be Lor. 


des.,androgocin Rochets, arcindeed the greateſt Enemies of 
the Cleargic. And it vvere no great matter forthe Cleargie they 
might eaſily tufne lay,and liue as yvell as they doe for the moſt 
part. But it isa thing full of compaſſion, and commileration to 
ſee, that by theſe falle and vvicked opinions, the Diuell, the Fa 


ther of theſe and all other lies, doth daily rake poſſeſſion of the. 
 ſoules of your ſubjets,both of Cleargie and Laitie. | 


Theſe kindof clergie men I confes,l doe not deſire to fatiſhie 
any other yVay, then as I bhauc alyvaics don, that 1s by the moſt 
freindly andplayne confutation of their etrors to ſhevy them 
the truth. As for ether clergie men thatare con formable to the 
Religion eſtabliſhed by layy as vvell for their doqrine as for
